Arrangements Under Way for 
Paying the City Em- 
ployes Next Week.

AROUND THE ROOKERY. 
WHAT WAS DONE DURENG THE DAY. 

Things round the old rookery yesterday wore 
their usual aspect. It was generally realized 
that the official guillotine would rest quietly 
until the next Council meeting, and there was 
not half the anxious questioning that was heard 
the early part of the week. A slight ripple was 
caused by the members of the old Finance Com- 
mittee receiving notice of the city certificates 
going to protest and that they would be called 
upon for payment. This sensation, how- 
ever, speedily subsided. Most people were 
of the opinion that it would be im 
sible to collect the money, dut there 
were not wanting those who wished 
some of the ex-Aldermen could be reached in this 
way, if only as a kind of political retribution. The 
examination committee made considerable progress 
with Mr. Hayes’ accounts, and expect of finish 
their task to-day. Inthe afternoon quite an ex- 
citement was gotten up by Ed Phillips making a 
raid on the office of the South Town Assessor. “Phe 
particulars of this desperate move will be found 
elsewhere. A very imporhant meeting to the Fi- 
nance Committee was heldin the evening, when 
arrangements were completed to pay the city em- 
ployes in about a week. 


PROTESTED PAPER. 

THE OLD FINANCE COMMITTEB THREATENED. 

The members of the Finance Committee of 
the old Council were the recipients yesterday of 
notices similar to the following, which was ob- 
tained from ex-Ald.

It struck a Tum reporter, to whose ears 
the information came, that to be held responat- 
ble for the outstanding certificates of the elty's 
debt would be no small matter, and he sought 
and found ex-Ald. Quirk, and asked what these 
things could mean. 

Mr. Quirk replied that he supposed, and he 
did not feel bad about it either, that something 
would be done, but he did not know what it 
was. The Finance Committee, he thought, was 
sustained by the Council, which body was backed 
by the city. le did know that anything would de 
done, as he had said before. He had seen none of 
the others in the same predicament, and did not 
know whether a mecting would be held about it or 
not. He, and Schaffner, and Heath were the 
ones who signed most of the certificates, as 
Stone and Lynch were not generally at the meet- 
ings. It was a new condition for him to be in, and 
he did not know whom to go to for advice, or what 
to do, asthe city paper had never been protested 
before. As all those mentioned as indorsers of the 
certificate were in the same boat, he would at least 
have company, and they together would get out as 
best they might. If the certificates were legal, the 
city would pay them; but if illegal, then he and the 
others had besa acting illegally ana there would be 
a muddle. 


EX-COMPTROLLER HAYES. 
HE AGAIN EXPLAINS HIS VIEWS. 
A TRIBUNE reporter, happerfg around in the 
Comptroller’s rooms, found Mr. Hayes with a 


cheerful smile on his face, and apparently ready 


to be interviewed or willing to talk, for, on the 
reporter’s request for news, Mr. Hayes, with his 


customary grace, said: ‘Sit down now, and 


I'll tell you what I have to say.“ The reporter 
complied, and Mr. H. began : ' 

In the first place, I want to answer some 
statements made by the Tunes and also others 
made by Tas TAU. I want to say in reply 
to this Times article, which says that I have is- 
sued certificates of 1876 to the full extent of 
the $500,000, and by this means reduced the 
amount of old certificates to $2,800,000, that it 
is untrue. The amount of the old certificates 
outstanding, payable June I, instead of 
being $2,800,000, is about $1,300,000, and the 
total amount of all certificates now out is $2, 800, - 
000 or $2,900,000. The objection of the In. 
to borrowing money to pay maturing certificates is 
untenable, for the] amount of certificates is being 
reduced by the payments made from the collection 
of taxes, and new certificates are being issued to 
meet the uncollected balance and to pay old certifi- 
cates; also to defray new expenditures. The 
necessity for these loans, even were the taxes fully 
collected without any appeal, would continue to 
exist; for the expenses of the city must be met over 
one year before any taxes can be collected to meet 
the expenses of that year. The advantage to the 
city of preserving ite credit is precisely the same 
as the advantage to a mercantile house. which has 
paper coming due for collection. To meet the 
paper the house would eertainly make new loans 
rather than suspend payments and go into liquida- 
tion while the accounts were being collected. 
There is but one opinion among sensible men on 
the subject. 

1 wish also to say that there has never been 
a decision by any Court against the legality of the 
old certificates, and all assaults on the legality of 
the loans and the attempted repudiation of them 
will shortly be met by a decision of the Courts that 
these certificates are perfectly 

LEGAL AND SOUND, 

The policy of Mr. Hoyne and the Times would re- 

uire the city to go to protest, not only on the 
doating debt now maturing, but also on the amount 
due July 1, which is the interest on the $13, 000, - 
000 debt. This interest is provided for by the levy 
of 1876 with the interest in January next. 

No money can be collected from the 1876 tax- 
levy to pay either one, and if it is unlawful to bor- 
row in anticipation of the taxes it is equally un- 
lawful to make provision for paying this interest, 
and the ruin of the city's credit is irretrievable un- 
der repudiation.

Neither the 
Mayor nor the Common Council can order him nor 
take possession of the City Treasury in any man- 
ner except in that which I have men- 
tioned. he Comptroller holds his ofiice 
subject to his successor, and at any time 
subject to the action of the Mayor and Common 
Council. If his policy be not satisfactory he can 
be set aside, and his successor appointed, but he 
cannot be forced, nor can any one obtain possession 
of the property under his control. I know that 
this is Mr. Colvin's view. He has never attempted 
to dictate to me as to what course I shal! pursue in 
regard to the exercise of my official] functions, and he 
has always acquiesced without complaint when I, as 
Comptroller, have overruled his action, and disre- 
garded the actions of the Common Council when 
such actions were not in conformity with the law. 
I guess that isabout all I have to say. And the re- 
porter withdrew.

CITY FINANCES. 
CONFERENCE AT THE MAYOR'S OFFICE. 

Rather an interesting conference was held in 
Mayor Hoyne’s office in the afternoon. The im- 
mediate participants were His Honor, Sol. A. 
Smith, of the Merchants“ Savings Loan and 
Trust Company, and Marshall Field, of Field, 
Leiter & Co., and the audience consisted of 
one or two Aldermen and representatives of 
the morning papers. Messra. Smith and Field 
had called upon Mayor Hoyne to protest 
against the position taken by the new 
administration in regard to the eit y certificates. 
They favored Mr. Hoyne'’s financial policy, and 
were anxious to receive some assurance that it 
would be carried out by the Finance Committee. 
After listening to their views with the utmost cour- 
tesy, 

Mayor Hoyne said—I think, gentlemen, that you 
are inthe position of defending a pernicious sys- 
tem. I think if the certificates were unlawful orig- 
inally, which fact ie clear from Judge Mellister's 
decision, they are unlawful now. The credit of the 
city, in my opinion, can best be maintained in the 
manner proposed by the Finance Committee. Their 
scheme is, briefly, to pass a resolution agreeing to 

ay the certificates, but requesting the holders to 
=A them fora certain time until we can raise 
means by a legal tax levytomeetthem. Meantime 
we will pay interest at 7 per cent, and stamp the 
bonds in some manner to show that the city consid- 
ers them legal obligations and will pay them at the 
time stam upon them. 

Mr. Field remarked that such a course would 
have the effect of ruining a great many people. He 
was in favor of proceeding in the manner proposed 


by Mr. Hayes. 
Mayor Hoyne (warmly)—If it is the desire to 


make the city bankrupt by proccess, in that 


illegal manner, I cannot countenance it. will re- 
sign to-morrow morning ratber than be forced into 
a continuance of such a fraudulent system. 

Mr. Smith—We don't ask yon to do anything of 
that kind. We simply wish you to take some steps 
to save the city’s credit. 

Mayor Hoyne—Well, sir, we are doing so, and 
will no doubt succeed. I cannot understand this 
opposition te our scheme. It seems to me that it 
emanates 

FROM YOUR BANK, MR. SMITH. 

I have not heard of it im any other quarter. The 
late system was the source of all the fraud, raacai- 
ity, and bummerism of which you have complained, 
and to put down which I have been elected. We 
do not mean to perpetuate that system by the fur- 
ther issue of illegal certificates. We cannot agree 
to continue the issue of one unlawful paper to take 
up another. 

Mr. Smith—The business men do not approve of 
your plan, and as an illustration of the effect this 
agitation has had on the financial world, it is only 
necessary to cite the fact that you cannot borrow 
money for less than 7 per cent. 

Mayor Hoyne—I have heard business men say 
that we can get wy mn | at 4 and 5 per cent. 

Mr. Smith— No doubt, before this thing occurred, 
but you cannot do it now that the city’s paper has 

ne to protest. 

Mr. Field—Whatare our enemies going to say 
about this? 

Mayor Hoyne—They will say what they always 
have said—that the truth will always make itself 
felt. Judge McAllister has given a clear and well- 
expressed epinion of the whole subject, and shows 
that the only way to make the certificates legal is 
to have an appropriation to meet them in the tax- 
levy, and make an order on the Treasury out of 
some fund to be collected for their payment. Mr. 
Hayes, however, proposed to mortgage this in ad- 
vance to pay the indebtedness. If we should use 
up this levy by mo , or transfer it to those 
certificate-holders in New York, in less than six 
months the city would be broke down. 

Mr. Smith—We are broke now. 

Mayor Hoyne—That may be, but opinions differ 
on the point. 

At this junctare Mr. Shortall entered the room, 
and became interested in the conference. Upon 
being requested by Mayor Hoyne to give his views 
on the subject, he said the city was in rather an 
anomalous position, but that, in his opinion, he 
thought the Finance Committee were pursuing a 
proper course to preserve the credit of Chicago. 

r. Smith—How do you understand that the 
city’s credit is going to be sustained! 

Mr. Shortall—Mr. Hayes’ scheme was to substi- 
tute other paper in place of that falling due. Now, 
the Finance Committee propose to make the out- 
standing paper lawful by redeeming it, pavable 
within a certain time. That, in my Judgment, is 
a business way of dealing with the question. 

Mr. Field asked if that would be — more bene - 
ficial to the city than the late Comptroller's system. 

Mr. Shortall—As I understand it, the system of 
substituting one paper for another is uctive of 
a gent many evils. 

r. Field—Do you think 2 can seil certificates 
to-day as well as last Saturday? 

Mr. Shortall — that his bank (the North - 
western was willing to take them. 

Mr. Smith—How much money will your bank ad- 
vance the city on the certificates? 

Mr. Shortali—I am not at liberty to state the 
amount, Do you, Mr. Field, advocate the issue of 
new paper?

OBJECTS TO THEIR PROPOSITION. 
Mr. Field—And to be frank with you, 1 dave 
met very few who take your position. I have had 
fine opportunities to learn the views of busincss- 


men. 

Mr. Shortall—So have I, and I have found them 
in favor of Mr. Hoyne's plan. 

Mayor Hoyne—I think | understand pretty well 
the sentiment of business-men, not only at home 
here, but at the East, I have discussed this matter 
very thoroughly with them, and they have indorsed 
the plan. hy, Mr. Smith, don't you talk on the 
subject with euch men as Mr. Wentworth, a stock- 
bolder in your bank; Mr. Chauncey T. Blair, and 
Mr. Haines, and learn how they feel? They ap-

though but a short time in office, I have had occa- 
sion to learn the effect of the Comptroller's 
system, and I 1 to stop it. 


Mr. Field—I nefther hold any certificates, nor 
represent any parties who hold them. I am simply 
seeking to protect the credit of the city, and don't 
want to see its paper go to protest. 

Mr. Smith—Nor have 1 any interest in the cer- 
tificates. The only thing I care about is the pro- 
tection of our property. You cannot allow the 
city’s paper to go to protest without some provis- 
ion to * and be prosperous. 

Mayor Hoyne—We are going to make provision. 

Mr. Field—Yes, but the scheme you propose will 
make those who now hold the certificates suffer 
— 2 Iwas told within the last forty-eight 
hours by a cashier that unless a certain contractor 
was paid for the certificates he held for services 
performed he would be a ruined man. I wish you 
to understand, Mr. Mayor, that we are not paper 
men. 

Mayor Hoyne—I am only the more surprised that 
two such men as you promote such a scheme. 

The visitors duly acknowledged this compliment 
and withdrew. 

Mayor Hoyne afterwards stated to the reporter 
that he wae glad the gentlemen had come and 
talked this matter over.

THE FINANCE COMMITTER. 

A meeting of the Finance Committee and other 
prominent members of the City Administration 
was held last night to consider the financial situa- 
tion. There were present — * Hoyne, Corpora- 
tion-Counsel Anthony, John C. Dore, the Hon. R. 

Derickson, Ald. Pearsons, Rosenberg, and 
Briggs. A general discussion took place as to the 
steps to be taken towards meeting the mataring 
certificates, but no final conclusion was arrived at. 
It was decided that next Monday night Mr. Derick- 
son's bond should be submitted to the Council, 
and, H it proves acceptable, that gen- 
tleman will immediately qualify. Arrangements 
have been completed. it was stated at the meeting, 
to pay the city employes in full within three days 
after the new Comptroller assumes his position, 
unless some unforeseen obstacles, which is not 
deemed probable, present themselves, The mem- 
bers declined to state the nature of those arrange- 
ments, but are confident that they will meet the 
— 4 of the public. Another meeting will be 
held to-day, when it is expected the city-certificate 
question will be definitely settled. A draft ofa 
resolution indorsing the installment plan of meet- 
ing the outstanding certificates was submitted by 
Ad. Pearsons, but certain legal points came up 
which rendered it necessary to postpone action 
thereon until to-day. 


BUILDING INSPECTION. 
THB DUTY NOW DEVOLVES ON THE BOARD OF 
PUBLIC WORKS. 

The Board of Public Works having request- 
ed the opinion of the Law Department as to 
their duty in regard to the Building Inspector- 
ship, late in the afternoon they received the fol- 
lowing: 

Law Depantmert, Cuicaco, May 25, 1876.— 
Alex. Sullivan, Neg., Secretary Board of Public 
Works—Sin: In answer to your communication of 
this date asking whether the order of Mayor Hoyne 
without action of the City Council authorizes the 
Board of Public Works to perform ll duties here- 
tofore performed by the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings, l reply that, in my opinion, it does. 
The last clause of Sec. 1 of an act of the Legisla- 
ture concerning the appointment and removal of 
city officers, approved and in force April 10, 1875, 
commonly called the Mayor's act,” provides as 
follows: * 8 * 

The Mayor may appoint any suitable person to 
discharge the duties of ‘the office from which he 
shall have removed any officer until his successor is 
appointed and qualitied or such officer restored to 
office in the manner aforesaid." 

The Mayor has removed Mr. Bailey from the of- 
fice of Superintendent of Buildings, and designat- 
ed the Board of Public Works to diacharge the du- 
ties of said office. The Board has full authority to 
do so. Respectfully,

After the receipt of this, Messers. Prindiville 
and Thompson stated that they would go on 
and perform the new duties imposed upon them 
without paying any attention to Mr. Mike 
Bailey.

He returned to the work and no 
further developments have been made. 

Commissioner igo me when spoken to on the 
subject, said that he had read the Building ordi- 
nance carefully, but could find no provision mak- 
ing it necessary for a man to obtain a permit to 
raise the house to grade, but there was a clause 
about raising a part of, or addition to, a house. 
He would not interfere with any such operations 
till he had become more conversant with the law, 
and, indeed, the Board have refused to take — 
definite steps in the new work till the duties shall 
have become more firmly established in their 
minds,

WHAT A FARO-DEALER KNOWS ABOUT THE CITY

rounds yesterday, came upon a bonanza in the 
shape of an ex-dealer, formerly at the faro bank 
of Hankins brothers, on - Clark street. The re- 
porter and a friend were quietly discussing the 
matter over a glass of foaming lager in a well- 
known resort not a stone’s throw from the 
house of the Hankinses, when, Satan like, a fine- 
looking and respeotably-appearing man of mid- 
dle age entered, and took a seat near the 
table, the reporter’s companion recogniz- 
ing the gentleman at the same time. 
The press man was introduced to the 
new comer, and another glass ef lager ordered and 
disposed of. The conversation was resumed on 
the defalcation, and the stranger, winking rather 
knowingly, said he had factsin hie possession 
which would show where the city’s money went. 


The talk was opened by the reporter's frie who 
threw more light into the former's eyes im the 
course of it.

The report soys: ‘*The Methodist Episcopal 
Church is the only Church, with a single exception, 
that hasalarge membership among the colored 
people in the South, that ts doing anything for their 
education.“ The report urges forcibly the duty 
of the Church to make proper provision 
for the education, moral and mental, of the 
Freedmen of the South. Under proper influences 
they will continue to forma Protestant ele- 
mentin American Christianity and civilization. 
Bat it should not be concealed from ourselves that 
there is real danger that they may become to a 
large degree perverted to Rome. Emissaries of 
this Church are already at work among them, and 
they are meeting with success. They are fillin 
their schools with children and their asylums with 
orphans of the colored people. The plans of the 
Papal pro nda are far-reaching, and they 
never make haste. It ie very well un- 
derstood that whoever shall educate the 
freedmen will also poseess them ecclesiastically, 
and the Rowish Church has earnestly entered upon 
this work. It is said that there is a large clase ot 
colored young men from the South, some say near- 
ly a hundred, under training in Rome for the 

riesthood, who will, after a few years, reappear 
n their native land as pro tors of the Romish 
faith. It isnot as alarmists that we state these 
things, but simply as uttering a warning, that the 
Protestants of America should hear and heed al 
the peril of their own religious faith. The duty vi 
educating and evangeliz this people belongs 
a and eminently to ourselves, viz. : to the 

ethodist Episcepal Church. 
an report concludes with these recommenda- 
ons: 

Firest—That the Freedman's Aid Society retais 
substantially its present organization. 

Second In view of the importance and extent ot 
the work of this Society, that a very large increase 
of its annual income should be contribu by the 


urch. 

Third—That the Board of Managers of this So-

Fisth—That we commend collections for this So 
clety to oer preachers and people, assuring then 
that no more worthy charity calls for their ald, ane 
that no fleld of Christian effott promises better re 
turns for the money and labor expended than this 
work among the freedmen of the South. 

The sense and recommendations were adoptee 
without dissent, after which adjourned.

DRY GOODS. 


The Great Auction Sale Yesterday---Pres- 
ence of All the Great Firms---Prices Near- 
ly Up to Private Sales---Extreme Satis- 
faction All Around. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, May 26.—One of the most import- 
ant sales of dry goods which has taken place in 
this market for several years was made at auction 
yesterday by J. L. Bremer Bros. & Co., through 
Field, Morris, Fenner 4 Co. There were 
on the list 6,500 packages of cotton 
goods, products of the Amoskeag, Naumkeag, and 
Stark mills, and the Langdon Manufacturing Com- 
pany, but the avidity of buyers was so unexpected 
and bidding was so active and well up to private 
sale figures thatthe number of packages was in- 
creased about two-fold, between 11,000 and 12. 
000 packages Being disposed of, many of them yet 
to be manufactured. The sale realized about $1, - 
500,000. Between 400 and 500 buyers were 


present. 

Among the prominent dry-goods firms from this 
city and eleewhere which were represented at the 
sale were the following: A. T. Stewart & Co., II. 
B. Claflin & Co., E. S. Jaffray & Co., P. Van Val- 
kenburg & Co., Dunham.

Mr. Bremer said he considered the sale very at- 
isfactory, and. while no profit had been made, and 
sales ranging between 24% and 10 per cent below 
private sale prices. yet the results were beyond ex- 
pectations. The life of the trade had been brougut 
to light, and there was good reason for coniidence 
inthe future. It was evident that merchants were 
willing to buy under fair competitive circum- 
stances. He thought there could have been sold a 
nape amount of goods if the firm had had them 
to gell. 

Mr. Morris, of Field. Morris, Fenner & Co., said 
he had not seen such aepirited dry sale in 
thirty years. 

Towards the end ofthesale the excitement ran 
high, and merchants crowded about the auction- 
ecr, presenting such a scene of turbulence as may 
be witnessed any day in the Stock Exchange. The 
moment a lot of goods was knocked down at fair 
figures dealere were ready to take the packages, 
and the difference of an eighth of a cent fn price 
would move moet any quantity of goods. 
Lot 8, Amoskeag ACA ticking, fifty-one 
yackages, was increased to 651 packages. hree 
ots of Nanmkeag State sateens, aggregating 146 
packages, were increased to 1, 346 — ireat 
excitement prevailed during the eale of sateens. 

The sales the last two days show, Mr. Morris 
said, that New York has lost none of ita prominence 
as a dry goods market. 

These auction sales have given a stimulus to 
trade, and an insight into ite true condition. Sales 
were made in the same manner before the War, 
but, when production could not keep pace with the 
demand, and manufacturers had everything about 
their own way, such houses as tewart 

Co. and Clafin & Co. 

made in great part first dealers in the 
goods of the cotton manufacturers. But recently 
manufacturers found — masses of goods on their 
hands and no sale for them. They have been com- 
pelled to * their goods up at auction, and to re- 
vive the old-time way of trade-sales. A gratifying 
result will be to keep a vast number of mill-oper- 
atives in active — oyment, and the price of sta- 
ple and of labor will be regulated according to the 
new basis of manufactured product. It is thought, 
too, that cotton-raising will receive an impetus.

THE OUTLOOK. 


BLAINE’S PROSPECTS MOST ENCOURAGING. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasurneton, D. C., May 25.—The late stu- 
pendous strides made by Blaine in the Presiden- 
tial race has had a very exhilerating effect on his 
friends in Congress and the departments, as 
wellas those visiting here. Those closest to 
him say they have no doubt he will be nominat 
ed on the first or second ballot and they give 
what they say as authentic reasons for the be- 
lief that is within them. Their figures are strik- 
ing and interesting. They say that with his largo 
support im other sections, New England will give 
him her solid vote on the first bailot—eighty-two 
delegates. He then has New der* 
sey, 18; Delaware, 6; Maryland. 10; 
Virginia, 18; North Carolina, 10; Georgia, 12; 
Mississippi, 5; Tennessee, 5; Texas, 3; Oregon, 
6; California, 10; Colorado, 4; the Territories, 
18; Kansas, 10; Nebraska, 6; Missouri, 16; Min- 
nesota, 10; Wisconsin, 22; Llinois, 41; Michi- 
gan, 16. In addition, Blaine’s confidants say he 
will receive from lowa 22 votes, and from Florida 
6. These are counted for the first ballot, and num- 
ber 362, which will lack only 15 of majority of 
the Convention. 

In case the votes credited for Mr. Bristow are re- 
ceived by him, which some of Blaine's friends 
doubt, these figures will be reduced from 20 to 30. 

The friends of the Maine statesman seem to have 
good cause for rejoicing.

CALIFORNIA. 
THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 

San Francisco, May 2%.—The Democratic 
State Convention reassembled at noon, elected 
a State Central Committee, and adopted a plat- 
form as follows: 


1. Fidelity to all provisions of the Constitution 
of the United States. 

2. Perpetual union of the States with local self 
government in every gection. 

3. Civil Service reform, restitution of tests of 
honesty, fidelity, and capacity in the qualfications 
of public officers. 

4. Retrenchment aud economy in Federal, State, 
and municipal administration, lessening the bur- 
dens on labor by a reduction of offices and taxa- 
tion. 

5. Exposure and speedy punishment by penal 
laws of corruption and peculation in the adminis- 
tration of public affairs. 

6. The private use and appropriation of public 
funds by official custodians means embezzlement 
and robbery. Official accountability must be ex- 
acted and enforced by a better administration of 
civil and criminal laws. 

7. State corporations are supervisable by and 
subordinate to State legislation in the interests of 
the people. 

8. Free schools, exempt from all sectarian con- 
trol, free press, accountable for its abuses to the 
civil and criminal laws. 

9. Preservation of the public faith and credit, 
and honest payment of the public debt. 

10. The money of the Constitution—gold and 
silver is the only legal tender. 

11. A tariff for purposes of revenue only. 

12. No Chinese immigration. Itisso thorough- 
ly obnoxious to our people and its institutions 
that its prohibition is imparetively demanded, and 
all the powers of the Government should be ex- 
erted to that end. 

The following resolution was also adopted: 

Resolved, That a majority of our delegates to the 
National Convention cast the vote of this State. 

The following resolution passed by acclamation 
under a suspension of the rules: 

TILDEN. 

Wurnzas, The Hon. Samuel J. Tilden, Govern- 
or of the State of New York, by his manly de- 
fense of the people against the corrupt schemes of 
political tricksters, has pointed himself out asa true 
reformer and fit champion of the people in conftict 
with political corruption, and by ie Id advocacy 
of hard money as the circulationg medium of our 
country has made himself unobjectionable as a 
leader of the Democratic party; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That his nomination as President of 
the United States by the National Democratic Con- 
vention would be acceptable to the Democratic 
party of California as a glorious victory in the 
cause of honest government. 

The following 

DELEGATES 
were chosen to the Nationa! Convention: 

First- District, William Dunphy and George H. 
Rogers; Second, Col. Jack Hayes and F. D. Bald- 
win; Third, Harmon Bay and George M. Corn- 
wall; Fourth, J. Meultine and C. D. Mott: State 
at large, J. P. Hagre, James L. English, Clay W. 
er and Johu 5. Hager. 

The delegates are uninstructed, but all in favor 
of Tilden at present.

The First and Fourth Congressional Districts 
renominated Piper and Wigginton respectively for 
Congress.

KENTUCKY. 
THE DEMOCRACY IN COUNCTL. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 25.—The State Demo- 
cratic Convention assembled here to-day, and 
was called to order by the Hon. Isaac Caldwell, 
of Louisville, Chairman of the State Central 
Committee. The Hon. Willis B. Machen, ex- 
United States Senator, was made temporary 
Chairman, and Gen. Lucius Desha, permanent 
Président. The Hon. Isaac Caldwell, of Louis- 
ville, and Gen. John 8. Williams, of Mt. Ster- 
ling,were chosen Electors for the State-at-Large. 

Four nominations for delegates to represent 
the State at large at St. Louis were made, and 
Henry Watterson, of Louisville, Col. W. C. P. 
Breckinridge, of Lexington, the Hon. Willie B. 
Machen, of Lyon County, and the Hon. John M. 
Rice, of Lawrence County, were elected to fill the 
four positions. 

PLATFORM. 

The platform adopted is as follows: 

1. The Democratic party is the party of the Con- 
stitution, party of reform, and pert of economy, 
and if intrusted with the administration of the 
Federal Government will hold it to be a present 
and pressing duty to restore full and perfect equality 
among the States, arrest the aggressive usurpation 
of centralized power, re-establish the moral char- 
acter of the Government, and eliminate crime asa 
common characteristic of politica) life. 

2. That the present deplorable condition of 
morale and the business {nterests of the country is 
the result of corrupt and partisan administration, 
and that reform is absolutely necessary for the re- 
lief of the people and preservation of the Govern- 
ment, and this can only be done by a change of Ad- 
ministration. 

3. That in view of the present depressed condi- 
tion of the country, we declare that we 
favor the immediate and unconditional re- 
ro by Congress of the act of Jan 14. 

S/o, commonly known as the ‘* Resumption 
act; but in order that our opinions on a subject of 
such grave importance may not be misunderstood. 
we also declare that, regarding gold and silver as 
the true basie for @ currency, specie payments 
should be resumed at the earliest time at which 
it can be done without detriment to the com- 
mercia! and industria! interests of the people. 

4. That we demand that labor shall be relieved 
from the oppressed burdens of a protective tariff 
by the adoption of a tariff for revenue only. 

5. That the delegation from this State to the St. 
Louis is hereby directed to cast its vote asa unit 
on ali questions coming before the Convention, and 
having full confidence in the ability and patriotism 
of our — — we leave them uninstructed, and 
pledge the Democracy of Kentucky to support the 
nominees selected by the Convention. 

The Convention was largely attended, and the 
proceedings orderly; the delegates seemi be 
united and determined on doing that which will 
best advance the interests of the party. 

It is ascertained with certainty how the delega- 
tion standsas to Presidential candidate, but the 
overwhelming vote cast for Mr. Watterson and Col. 
Breckinridge, pronounced administrative reform- 
ers, and hard-money men, is regarded as signifi- 


cant. 


ALABAMA, 
THE SPENCERIAN REPUBLICANS. 

MontTGoMERY, Ala., May 25.—The Republican 
Convention reassembled this forenoon, and 
nominated for Covernor J. C. Bradley; for 
Secretary of State, T. T. Allington; for Treas 
urer, B. M. Long; for Auditor, G. P. Plow- 
man; for Attormey-General, R. I. Heflin; 
for Superintendent of Education, R. J. 
Glover. For delegates at large to Cincinnati, G. 
E. Spencer, Charles Hays, Alexander Curtis, and 
Alexander White were elected. The districts 


elected sixteen delegates, half white and half col- 
ored. 

A dispatch was received from Bradley de- 
clining to run for Governor. James 
Clarke was then nominated. A_ resolution 
authorizing the Executive Committee of the 
two wings of the party to agree, if possible, upon 
a State and Electoral ticket, and to make such 
changes as are necessary to accomplish the object, 
was adopted, but no authority was given to change 
the delegation to Cincinnati. 

Resolutions were adopted indorsing the Adminis- 
tration of President Grant and Senator Morton for 
the Presidential nomination. The Convention was 
overwhelmingly for Morton, and the whole delega- 
gation, with possibly two exceptions, will support 
him to the last. The delegates appointed by the 
other wing last week are uninstructed.

ILLINOIS. 
THE CENTRAL COMMITTES. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, May 25.—The State Central 
Committee met yesterday evening and organ- 
ized for business. The first thing in order being 
the selection of a Chairman, the Hon. C. B. 
Farwell was put in nomination, but positively 
declined, stating that it was impossible for him 
to take from his business the time which the 
duties of such a position would demand. He 
therefore moved that Col. A. C. Babcock, of 
Fulton, be chosen, and that gentleman, who 
conducted with so much skill the campaigns of 
1864 and 1868, was selected without opposition. 
For Secretary, Dan Shepard was unanimously 
selected, the only other name mentioned being 
that of J. M. Adair, of Carroll, and 
old Clerk of the Senate. A motion was 
made that the headquarters of the Committee be 
established at Chicago, but owing to the opposi- 
tion made to it by some of the southern members, 
it was not pressed to a vote. The Committee 
which has to do this year's work is regarded as an 
exceptionally strong one. In C, Farwell, 
James P. Root, Col. Babcock, and John Bunn, it 
possesses four men whose thorough acquaintance 
with every nook and corner of Illinois politics can- 
not be surpassed. 

A SCHEME THAT DIDN'T WORK. 

It is now pretty well understood that a scheme 
had been devised by some of Beveridge’s 
friends—of which no one, however, believes 
the Governor was aware, nor ie it believed 
he would have consented to anything of the 
kind—to spring upon the Convention a set of 
charges against Cullom in connection with whisky 
matters. Cullom's supporters were prepared for 
this, and had anything of the kind been attempted 
it would have been promptly met. Both Milton 
Hay and Gen. Hurlbut were prepared to pitch in, 
and had the assault been made there would have 
been lively times in the Convention. 

BROCKWAY. 

Maj. Brockway of Cook, was not ~y 4 repre- 
sented in the statement made the other day that 
he was actively fighting Beveridge. It is well 
known that he is no friend of the Governors, and 
voted for Cullom, but he did not electioneer 

guinst Beveridge. What work he did was for 
Lippincott and Harlow, —old persona! friends. 

A SLIGHT ERROR. 

By a telegraphic error Gov. Beveridge, in his 
speech published in yesterday's Tust, is made 
to say the papers had spoiled him and his charac- 
ter. For spoiled read ‘‘ assailed” 

The work of the Republican State Convention is 
— commented upon, and very generally ap- 
proved. The defeated candidates take their defeat 
good-humoredly, and the ticket is regarded asa 
good one, though confessedly not quite so strong 
as ifthe eastern partof the State had been fully 
organized, and the soldier element had been recog- 
nized by the nomination of at least one sokiier 
candidate. There is some unfavorable comment 
regarding the platform, which is characterized as 
N e and meaningless. The defeat of the Bristow 
delegates is explained by the statement that his is 
a popular rather than a purely political support. 
the politicians being against him, as they were op- 
posed to the nomination of Grant in 1868. 

SENTIMENT IN PBORIA.

Ponta, III., May 25. The ticket nominated and 
platform adopted at Springfield yesterday, ether 
with the manifest enthusiasm over J. G. Blaine 
for the Presidency, has been the talk on the street 
to-day. The Republicans generally are satisfied 
with the candidates selected. and the ticket will 
receive the unanimous support of the party here. 
The resolutions also seem to strike the key-note of 
feeling on the questions before the country. The 
mention of Blame for President is only shaping 
somewhat the spirit that has cropped out here 
from time totime. The people here are delighted 
at the prospect of Col. Ingersoll again taking part 
in politics. He has been silent since some time 
previous to the last Grant campaign. 

NINETEENTH CONGRESSIONAL DIST RIOT.

Resolutions were adopted favoring the abolition 
of the national banking system, the repeal of the 
epecie resumption act, and as early a return to 
specie payments as the public interests will justify.

A DEMOCRATIC POW- WOW. 
THE ILLINOIS DEMOCRATIC PRESS 
Association has a fearful and wonderful corpor- 
ate mouth. It is always wide open. For some 
little time it has been cleansed of political pie, 
but still it is red, red with the fearful influences 
of the wine-cup. It represents but few con- 
stituents and astill smaller number of sub- 
scribers. Still the Dlinois Democratic Press 
Association has a stomach to be fed, and it en- 
tertains hopes that some little pap may fall 

into its maw. 

In the spring, a country edftor lightly turns 
to thoughts of spree. It matters little to 
him whether the occasion“ be a railroad 
opening or a caucus. He is bent ona time 
whatever the occasion or the consequences. Now 
it came to pase that Gen. Cameron, of the Work- 
ingman’s Advocate, thought he ought to see Chi- 
cago in the ethereal-mildness season. He didn't 
care to go to much personal expense, nor did he 
like the idea of a modest visit. He felt he ought 
to be paid for it, if he is small, and heard from, 
whether he amounts to anything or not, so he eall- 
el a convention. And bravely did the bucolic 
Democrats respond. Given a free show of a big 
city and the proper amount of stimulant, and the 
Democratic country editor seldom sends a substi- 
tute. Cameron's ostensible plan was to figure out 
a slate for the coming campaign, but while that 
would do for hotel clerks, the constitu- 
ents of the syndicate saw a clearly 
defined and adroitly ** jamboree in 
the political horizon, and they became ardent sup- 
porters of the scheme. So they came from all 
parte and from all directions. Redmond, of the 
Quincy Herald, hired an extra type-setter and 
left his foreman to write editorials. Charley 
Smith, of the Vandalia Democrat, got the station- 
master of the Vandalia Road to run his paper; and 
E. S. Merritt, of the Springficld Register, turned 
matters over to the ‘‘devil,’’ confident of a change 
for the better in the religious aspect of his paper. 
Zarley, of the Joliet Signal, came * to explain 
why he ever started a paper, and 8. I. Thornton 
contended that the Fulton Ledger

Glestner, of the Clinton Register, claimed that he 
had been on all sides of all questions at all times, 
and he would support any measure that paid the 
way of the supporter, whether it be heads or tails, 
Bristow, Blaine, or Beveridge, so long as he might 
choose the beverage. Potter, of e Freeport 
Bulletin, urged that the fundamental principles of 
the Democracy should mean the  aboli- 
tion of the r-house and the sus- 
taining of the free and anbreeched countr 
editor. Tom Wolf, of the Bloomington Appeul, 
turned in on the principle that where one or more 
Democrats congregate, there is whisky also; and 
the smaller fry, act ag Se Tom's principle, followed 
his example.

finally, effectually, lrreversibly, by the resumption 
of especie payment. 

We have enffered thus far in perhaps ae ent 
degree ae could be expected under the elyoum- 
stances; but once adopt the Insane idea that all 
currency shall be issued directly by the Govern- 
ment, and that Congress shall be the judge of the 
amount demanded by the wants of trade,” and

The thing 
which hath been is that which shall be.“ The 
great law-giver of antiquity records in the very 
opening chapters of Genesis that the gold of the 
land of Havilah ie goed.” And, with another 
precious metal, it has maintained its rank to this 
day. No nation has ever succeeded in establishing 
any other standard of value; no nation has ever 
made the experiment except at great cost and sor- 
row: and the advocates of irredeemable money to- 
day are but asking us to travel the worn and weary 
road, traveled so many times before,—a road that 
has always ended in disaster and often in disgrace. 

Against the author of these sentiments 
this platform of Illinois, adopted by a Con- 
vention which was supposed to be sending 
forty-two delegates to vote for BLAxx, re- 
solved that our system of paper money— 
one-half irredeemable, and the other half re- 
deemable only in the irredeemable paper—is 
the best that was ever devised”: and all 
legislation is to be deprecated which might 
by any possibility cause a return to any sys- 
tem of paper currency which will be re- 
deemable in coin. Think of the forty-two 
men going down to Cincinnati to vote for 
Hard-Money BLanm on arag-baby platform;

future ! 

This platform is out of place in IIlinois. 
It can command neither the respect nor the 
support of this State.

These are the reasons why 
Illinois and the West are now for Briar, 
and the Republican party cannot afford to 
ignore them. 


HOW MISSISSIPPI WAS LOST. 

The letter of Attorney-General Harris, of 
Mississippi, sheds a flood of light upon the 
causes which transformed the Republican 
majority of 24,000 in that State into a Con- 
federate majority of 30,000, and assures the 
electoral vote this fall to the Democratic 
candidates, no matter who they may be. 
This letter, written just after the election 
last fall, was sent the President in reply to 
inguiries made by him of Harris, as a lead- 
ing reliable Republican, touching the condi- 
tion of affairs in Mississippi. Therein Mr. 
Harris does not deny nor explain away the 
White-Line terrorismgbut does show unmis- 
takably that the State was lost through 
other causes, without which the White-Line 
programme could not have succeeded and 
probably would not have been attempted. Gov. 
Ames, as Mr. Harris recalls, was inaugurat- 
ed under pledges of honest economic re- 
form, upon faith in which not a few 
of his political opponents had voted for 
him, while they all stood ready to aid him 
in carrying these out. He began by build- 
ing and running the machine. He made the 
State Printer, Rarmonp, the first engineer, 
and saw to it that the printing job paid not 
less than $80,000 net per annum, besides 
which Rayrmonp was made chief clerk in the 
office of the State Treasurer, where there 
was splendid opportunity to turn honest pen- 
nies to the tune of $20,000 a year in dis- 
counting Treasury warrants, using the funds 
of the State to do it, and pocketing the mar- 
gin, leaving nobody to be the wiser for it. 

Next, Ames, pursuing the ordinary ma 
chine tactics, prostituted his power of ap- 
pointment to judicial office. The twenty 
Chancellors of the State were appointed by 
him. These places he bestowed upon men 
who were not lawyers, and who had never 
had a case, but for whom licenses as mem- 
bers of the Bar were specially procured to 
qualify them to hold the office, the sole con- 
sideration being that they should work the ma- 
chine in his interest. One of these appointees, 
a son of Chief Justice Pzyrron, of the Su- 
preme Court of the State, Ames had the 
shamelessness to remove because of a de- 
cision of the Chief-Justice against a hench- 
man ef the Governor’s; another was re- 
moved because he refused to bail a political 
striker on charge of murder; and another 
was appointed for the manifest purpose of 
preventing an investigation of a defalcation 
of an Ames official Then Ames vetoed the 
bill cutting off the public printing steal; ve- 
toed the bill abolishing the useless office of 
County Superintendent of Public Schools; 
vetoed the bill providing for biennial ses- 
sions of the Legislature, which would have 
saved the State about $100,000 a year; and 
by lobby pressure, in order to increase his 
power of patronage, had bills passed creat- 
ing extra State and county offices, to be 
filled by his appointment. 

In short, Gov. Ames exhausted the whole 
power of his Administration in work- | 
ing the machine; to make it more 
effective, corrupted the Legislature and 
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| judiciary, and filled the offices with incomne- | 
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tent and thievish appointees; and the ma- 
chine was worked solely to elect Amma to the 
United States Senate, Whoever refused to 
work the machine in hia interest was ruled 
out of the Republican party and denounced 
to the negro voters as a Demoorat, When 
the White-Line movement, which the shamo- 
less corruption of his Administration had 
hastened and exasperated, came, there was 
no Republican party in Mississippi. In its 
stead was only Ames’ machine rottenness 
and imbecility, and over these the White- 
Liners won an easy triumph. Mississippi was 
lost because of the substitution of the ma- 
chine for the Republican party; because of 
the alienation of all honesty and intelligence 
in that organization by its conversion into 
an agency of thievery simply, It will be 
loat this fall, too, because the responsibility 
for the machine will be charged to the party, 
The machine only did for the Republican 
party in Mississippi what it may do for the 
party anywhere, which at last is the only 
practionl moral to be drawn from the loss of 
MIA, 
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The documenta lat before Congreaa hy the

The upshot of it was, that rain 
Gun’s irresistible yearning to be sent, these 
strane lands for to see, wag gratified. He was 
comtnissioned to see what he could see and re- 
port accordingly; and, upon his glowing ac- 
counts of what splendid opportunity there was 
for the establishment of a naval station and 
protectorate there, instead of going at his own 
expense, actually secured an allowance of $3,000 
to cover these, and sailed from San Francisco 
for Samoa in June, 1873, returning in September 
of the same year. The results of this voyage 
were that marvelous literary production, STEIN- 
BERGER’Ss report, and the dodo. The report, as 
everybody knows, was telegraphed and printed 
all over the country. What became of the dodo, 
—that sacred bird with a full set of teeth, and 
long since supposed to be extinct,—nobody 
knows. The latest official advices about the 
fowl are contained in the dispatch of Sram 
BERGER from St. Louis to Secretary Fisn, ask- 
ing what final disposition should be made of the 
dodo, now alive and well.“ He somehow se- 
cured a renewal of his mission, which, as before, 
was simply of observation. But he proceeded, 
under this shadowy mantle of authority, to set 
up a Government, peddle out exclusive 
trading rights to a German firm, 
negotiate for a protectorate. The offi- 
cial correspondence shows that at no 
time did Secretary Fisn approve of Srer- 
BERGER’S projects, or authorize him to make 
any engagements in behalf of our Government; 
and that STEINBERGER’s whole stock in trade 
was simply cheek. How he rose, flourished 
like JONAH’s gourd, and collapsed, is now a 
matter of history. How he talked big to the 
native chiefs, probably we shall never know. 
But the extraordinary result of that big talk is 
manifest from the fact, as appears from SrTRin- 
BERGER’S “ oflicial’’ dispatches, that the native 
chiefs, through him, made a presentation to the 
President of “the Sacred Fly-Flap,” receipt 
whereof was duly acknowledged by Secretary 
Fish. And now the sole remaining mystery in 
connection with the Samoan business is as to 
„the Fly-Flap,—which is not to be confounded 
with gymnastic flip-flaps, nor gastronomic flap- 
jacks, though nobody knows what it is, but as 
to which the great public will never be satisfied 
until the mystery is dispelled and they know 
precisely what is “the Sacred Fly-Flap.” By 
all means let the Democratic House appoint a 
Committee to investigate the mystery of the 
Sacred Fly-Flap.”’

Mr. Stpney LANIER has rushed to the rescue 
of his cantata, Columbia's Meditation,“ in- 
duced thereto by the unfriendly eriticism of al- 
most the entire press of the United States. He 
occupies nearly two columns of the New York 
Tribune in an explanation which is sometimes as 
obscure as the cantata itself. The general drift 
of his explanation is to the effect, first, that he 
wrote for the whole orchestra and not for the 
human voice as a solo instrument and for the 
orchestra as a subsidiary one; second, that a 
cantata should consist of one general idea and 
of subordinate related ideas, each of which 
should be the central idea of a separate stanza, 
these central ideas not running into each other, 
but beginning and ending abruptly; and, lastly, 
that when the nature of the orchestral effect 
desired is that of a big, manly, and yet re- 
strained jubilation, the poem ought to be main- 
ly of Saxon words, rather than the smoother 
sounding Latin forms of our language. The last 
point isa good one. The first two points are 
only a rather confused enumciation of Wag 
NER’S theory of the production of intellectual 
conceptions by orchestral tones, and of the re- 
lations of poetry to music. The scheme, how- 
ever, might have worked more satisfactorily if 
Mr. SipnNey Lax had WaGNER’s genius in 
preparing text for music, and if Mr. DupLRY 
Buck had WaGneEr’s genius in setting music to 
text. WaGNngR’s theory is a dangerous one in 
any other hands than WaGnzr’s.

With all the labor-saving machinery that has 
been invented to reduce the cost of printing, 
nothing has yet been devised, though the at 
tempt has often been made, that would perform 
the work done by the compositor in type-setting 
and distribution. That work, though in s cer 
tain sense mechanical, has always seemed of the 
sort that could only be done, not by machines, 
but by brains. But, after the numerous failures 
in type-setting and distributing machines, no 
from the Far East, even from Tokeio, Japan, 
comes the announcement that the 
tributing machine that will work has been in- 
vented by an Englishman resident there. The 
type has to be specially prepared for the ma 
chine, which can be done at a cost, it is stated, 
of one penny per pound; which done, one man 
with a single machine can distribute the type 
forming a page of the London Timea in on 
hour, which it would require ten good printers 
to do in the same time. These are big state 
ments to make in behalf of a new machine;

BAKER-SWETT. 


GEN. BAKER'S STATEMENT. 
. Special Dispatch to The Tribuna 
Wastinoron, D. C 


„ May B. — en. James HI. 
Baker, of Minnesota, ex-Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, appeared before the Civil-Service Com- 
missioner and demanded to be heard in the mat- 
ter of Miss Sweet and the Chicago Pension 
Agency. The following is a brief abstract of 
his testimony: 

He first knew Miss Sweet through her father. 
He desired her appointment in the Pension 
Bureau. Baker promised her the first vacancy. 
Sweet subsequently found a place for her in the 
Treasury. In April, 1874, Blakely signified his 
intention of resigning, and that Miss Swect 
would be presented by her friends for the 
vacancy. Baker became her friend, and 
urged the Secretary of the Interior 
to present her name to the President. Baker 
had faith in her capacity and integrity. No 
motive or reason was assigned by anybody 
other than her fitness for the place. The ap- 
pointment was 

SECURED WITH DIFFICULTY, 
on account of the conviction that women were 
not particularly adapted to important financial 
trusts. Blakely said he felt considerable inter- 
est in her appointment. This Baker supposed 
referred to the condition of political matters in 
Chicago. Blakely also stated that she was to 


pay up the quarter’s vouchers which 
he had made out, and perhaps for 
the furniture. Baker had no idea of 


anything further until the last of September, when 
Blakely wrote him from Vermont, and Miss Sweet 
told him Baker ordered the moneys and the office 
turned over to her April 18, 1874. From thet 
time until Oct. 1 Baker had no knowledge that 
She was to pay any consideration for the position. 
Some time afterwards the finance division of the 
Pension Bureau informed him of 
A DEFICIENCY IN HER BALANCES. 
There was a difference between her sworn state- 
ments and those of the Sub-Treasury. She 
was asked in the regular routine for an 
explanation. About Oct. 1 Baker received 
a letter or dispatch from Blakely in Vermont, re- 
counting briefly some of the relations between 
himself and Miss Sweet. Baker did not fully un- 
derstand it. About the same time Miss Sweet 
urged him to come to Chicago. She appeared to be 
in great trepédation. Therefore, and solely on 
Miss Sweet's account. Baker telegraphed to Lockey 
not to stop at the Chicago agency, as he would 
visit it himself. Daker felt be 
HAD A RIGHT TO DO THIS, 
as the responsible head of the Bureau. Blakely, 
in his Vermont letter, said he expected 
Baker to stand by Miss Sweet. Miss Sweet's 
beseeching appeal to come personally war the sole 
reason for his telegram to Lockey. Baker ac- 
cepted the full responsibility and all the conse- 
quences of that act. Baker was delayed. Mean- 
time he had found out enough to know that the 
evil was not a growing one, and that a little delay 
would not increase it. Baker visited Miss Sweet 
at Chicago, and learned the story of her arrange- 
ments with Blakely. Baker's statement of the 
Sweet story is substantially the same as Mise 
Sweet's own testimony, with the exception that 
Baker makes it appear that Miss Sweet was 
PERSONALLY SOLICITOUS IN THE MATTER 
and made all the Unancial arrangements with 
Blakely of her own free will. She particularly 
stated thata part of her agreement was to pay 
Campbell some money Blakely had borrowed. 
Baker never saw them together about any of these 
things. There was an unadjusted matter between 
them about which they did not seem to agree. 
This was the unsettled ante-fire account of about 
$3,000. This Baker thinks stands on the Treasury 
books as due Blakely, but the Treasury disallowed 
it, and he was directed to turn the amount over to 
Miss Sweet. Blakely made an arrangement with 
Mise Sweet to receipt forthis amount in place of 
some other money which he alleged she agreed 
to give him. 
THIS 18 BAKER'S IMPRESSION. 
Baker understood that she signed the $40,000 
receipt voluntarily. In her own — e, af ter- 
wards written to Baker, she said she assumed 
this deficiency. The facta could not be evaded, 
and she did not seek to evade them. She made 
monthly affidavits that the money was to her credit. 
Baker decided to keep clear of personal, complica- 
tions in this 11 4 affair, if possible, and to 
confine himeelf to duty. Baker advised her to 
LOOK TO BLAKELY FOR PAYMENT. 
Baker told Mise Sweet that his Great duty waa to 
protect the Government; then he wonkd protect 
er. He told her that she must cease payin 
money as a consideration. That fact alone wou 
be sufficient to cause her removal. Baker wrote a 
private letter to Blakely explaining Miss Sweet's 
situation, and stated that he feared she wae using 
Government money in her extremity, and urging 
him to come to her relicf. Blakely replied express- 
ing surprise, and promising help. 
faker denied having visited M Sweet with 
Blakely on the return from St. Paul. Blakely, 
however, did tell him that be had given Mise Sweet 
* $2,000 note, indorsed by some of his St. 
Paul friends. Baker afterwards understood from 
both parties that the matter had been arranged to 
their mutual satisfaction. Baker thinks he went 
to the Cook County Bank with her when she got the 
note discounted, but purely as an act of gai- 
the money, 


lan Baker did not help raise 
or did he indorse any note er eitua- 
tion was precarious. She was aa other 


of the Government. Blakely was not, and could 
not be reached except by censure. Baker 
DETERMINED TO SAVE HER, 
consequently he never informed the Secretary of 
the Interior, or the President. Baker avowed then 
and does now thatthe silence was worth more to 
her than all the newspaper sympathy she has sinc® 
received. Baker believed that if he had told she 
would have been dismissed. She avowed that she 
assumed those obligations with her eyes open, and 
Baker wanted to give hera fair chance to demon- 
strate the fitness of women for a wider field 
of employment. Baker says that ‘‘after I 
had come to her relief, and faithfully kept the 
secret of her errors, she should not have given any 
evidence reflecting on me. If she has, it is beyond 
my comprehension.” 
MISS SWEET TO BAKER. 

Under date of March 3, 1875, Miss Sweet wrote 
to Baker: ‘‘I write to you that you — know 
how stand. I am in hopes never to trouble you 
any more with my entangled finance report. When 
{ Shall have made the last payment on 
Blakely's note to Campbell, April 10, I shall be at 
last a free woman, and I shall have learned 
a lesson. It was avery hard one for me to learn, 
and I must say, too, General, I have learned what 
good friends God raises up for His perplexed and 
erring children, and I shall count you among 
those who lend a ready and intelligent hand to 
help and a voice to counsel those in need. Yours 
respectfully, Apa C. SwreEt.” 

At the conclusion of his statement, Baker was 
subjected to a 

CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
The following is an abstract: Information of 
this deficiency first came to Baker through 
the official channels between the 15th of 
September and the lst of October. He did 
not remember of giving Lockey an order to go to 
Chicago.

The Committee, therefore, find, firet, that it waa 
not proper for an American Minister at the Court 
of St. dames to connect himself ae a Director with 
the Emma Company at London; second, that the 
relations of Gen. Schenck to the venders of the 
Emma Mine were of such a character as to caat 
suspicion upon his motives and subject his action 
to unfavorable criticism; but the Committee be- 
lieve that he was not guilty of fraud or of any 
fraudulent intention in his connection with the 
Company or the venders of the mine; that his 
subsequent speculative dealings in the shares of 
the Company were not compatible with the diplo- 
matic station and the maintenance of the position 
of honor and usefulness at the court near which he 
was accredited, and the Committee therefore sub- 
mit the following resolution, and unanimously 
recommend its passage by the House: 

Resolved, That this House condemns the action 
of Gen. Robert C. Schenck, United States Minister 
to the Court of St. James, in becoming a Director 
of the Emme Silver Mining Company at London, 
and his operations in connection with the shares of 
seid Company and the venders thereof, as ill-ad- 
vised, unfortunate, and incompatible with the 
duties of his official position. 

The report went over until to-morrow. 

SCHENCK TO THE COMMITTEE. 

Gen. Schenck has sent the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs a long letter, replying to Chese borough. 
He reiterates that when he arrived in Paris from 
Italy he firet heard the alarming news of the prob- 
able stoppage of dividends on the Emma Mine. 
Still, he had no thought of parting with his shares, 
notwithstanding the loss which stared him in the 
face. Schenck continues: ‘*The action subse- 

uently taken with Cheeseborough was to guard 
t interests of Gen. Woodhull, who was 
his cousin, and myself. Cheeseborough was 
fully empowered to act, and knew my views in the 
matter. During the few days of anxiety that fol- 
lowed, there passed between us several telegrams 
and letters, which I regret not preserving. I did 
not sell 2, 000 shares, as was suggested me to do, 
norany other shares, except those which were 
sold in Woodhulfs mame for him and myself by 
Jay Cooke, McCulloch & Co. Ihave believed, 
while . back at the matter, that I did not 
telegraph to Cheeseborough at any time in regard 
to the 2. 000 shares, and 1 have so stated as my 
distinct impression. The telegram of which he 
gives now what purports to bea copy, I do not 
remember, but I dare say it is correct. 

Gen. Schenck then adds he is confirmed in the 
belief that he had not telegraphed Cheeseborough 
in any form whatever on the subject of the 2, 000 
shares. 


BLAINE. 
HIS ARMANSAS FRIENDS.

PROVISIONS OF THE SENATE MEASURE.

THE BHOUTWHLL BU, 
Apecial Diapatod to The Tr@una.

in regard to the redemption of fractional cur- 
reney did not repeal the provision of law author. 
ining ite issue not to exceed 50,600,000 in cir 
culation at any one time, and the only obstacle 


to ita issue to-day is not want of authority of 


law, but an appropriation 0 pay tor 
the printing. It % for want eof an appro- 
priation that millions of dollars of this 


currency lie in an unfinished condition in the 
Printing Bureau, requiring but a emall expenditure 
of money to finish and issue. The issue of silver 
during the five weeks since the law vent into effect 
has amounted to less than $7,000,000, only about 
$3,000,000 of which was paid out for fractional 
currency, and $4,000,000 on checks in lieu of 
notes withheld from circulation. The process of 
replacing the fractional currency by ulver is 
VERY SLoOw. 

Previous to the suspension of the printing 
of small currency, the redemption of it 
amounted to $3,000,000 a month. Now it barely 
reaches half that amount. The clamor for 
Small change has ceased in twelve cites where the 
distribution is being made, but urgen: requests for 
it reached the Treasury from country banks re- 
mote from those points. The disbursement of 
tilver coin exceeds the production at his time, and 
the supply will be more rapidly dimnished by rea- 
eon of the usual annual stoppage of the mints for 
two weeks in June to make the annnil settlement 
required by law on the Ist of July. After the lat- 
ter date the Director of the Mint pronises that the 
coinage shall be increased. 


NOTES AND NEWS. 
DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tritune. 

Wasn Noro, D. C., May 25.—The Democratic 
caucus this evening nominated Patterson, of 
New Jersey, to be Doorkeeper, in the place of 
Fitzhugh, removed. He was placed in charge 
by the Sergeant-at-Arms, on whom the duties of 
the position were temporarily develved. 

A resolution was adopted expressing it as the 
sense of the House that the Committee on 
Banking and Currency shall not report a resolu- 
tion repealing the date of resumption. An 
amendment was moved expressing the judg- 
ment that the Committee should report its business 
at any time: This amendment was alopted. 

THE DEAD-LOCK. 

Senator Sherman expresses the opiaion that Con- 
gress cannot adjourn before August, in the present 
condition of the Appropriation bills. This opin- 
ion is shared by a number of the met prominent 
Senators and members. Several Seaators say no 
steps shall be taken looking to adjournment until 
the House Investigating Committees have finished 
taking testimony and made their fina] reports. On 
the House side there is little dispodtion to close 
investigations. In fact, the general inderstanding 
among leading Democrats is that, aftr the Cincin- 
nati Convention, the whole machinery of investi- 
gation will be turned aguinst the Remblican nomi- 
nee. Some of the Democrats are reprted as going 
80 far as to say that no adjournment shall take 
place till provision has been made to continue the 
investigations during the recess. The Republi- 
cans would resist giving such autiority by all 
means at the control of the minority. This view of 
a prolonged session has been greatly strengthened 
to-night by the final feature of the flra conference 
committee on the appropriation bill, namely the 
consularand diplomatic. It was appdnted several 
weeks ago, and the result showsa cead-lock be- 
tween the two houses. The Presidenthas said that 
unless this bill passes before the closeof the fiscal 
year, five weeks hence, he will be obliged to with- 
draw our entire diplomatic and consula service. 

IMPEACHMENT. 

At adjournment to-day the opinionof Senators 
seemed to be that no vote on jurisdittion can be 
reached this week. The impression that when 
taken it will declare for jurisdiction is losing 
ground. A week ago, those who fawred taking 
jurisdiction expected a majority of 10 or 15. At 
present it is regarded as more probable that the 
majority would not be over 2 or 3, anc possibly not 
even that, for jurisdiction. The divisdn is not un- 
derstood to be along party lines, theugh but few 
Democrats are against jurisdiction. 

THE MORRISON TARIFF BILL. 

Mr. Morrison succeeded in getting the floor for 
an explanation of his Tariff bill. 8 speech was 
introduced by an elaborate history of tariff legisla- 
tion both in this country and in Kuarope.

The cost of shipping corn from this city to the 
reaboard, subtracted from its selling price there, 
ehowed that corn was worth Ole per bu in this mar- 
ket last Wednesday, instead of nc. The differ- 
ence is due to bearishness. In like manner, there 
is little reason to doubt that wheat in this market 
would sell at $1.15 to-day, perhaps higher than 
that, if it were not for the existence of the preeent 
rule against corners. 

The statement was made yesterday that Tus 
Tunes ie in favor of reetoring the old condition 
of things, under whieh the shorts could be squeezed 
unmercifully by the parties of the long part.” 
That is not 0. A change in the rules has been ad- 
vocated in these columns, but we have not advised 
to go back from this to that. An intermediate po- 
sition would be moch better than either of the two. 
It is often the case thata reform is too sweeping; 
that ome extreme follows the other; and more than 
one or two efforts are needed before a really equit- 
able rule takes the place of one that is unjust. This 
seems to be the case with the action of the Board 
of Trade for the prevention of corners. Some ge- 
tion was absolutely necessary, and it is no insult to 
the Board to suppore that it unintentionally made 
a mistake, and went a little too far in the other di- 
rection, when it took decided ground against the 
monstrous abuses which had been experienced so 
often n past years. 

In our last annual review of the trade and com- 
merce of Chieago, we referred to the French rule 
of trading stocks, as furnishing an example 
which our Board of Trade will possibly find it nec- 
easary to follow. That rule provides substantially 
that either the buyer or seller may close up a con- 
tract at any time by payime 10 per cent of the con- 
tract price to the other party. Such a rule would 
be equally fair for both sides; and we repeat the 
reference here as furnishing a possible solution of 
the present vexed question. 

A party offered yesterday to pay $1. 08% for July 
wheat, at the same Instant that other parties were 
freely offering to sell at $1.08. That was evident- 
ly a bull bid, and was equally reprehensible with 
the effort to depress the market by offering to sell 
at a lower figure than that bid by others. 

The National Board of Trade will convene in 
New York City on the 27th of June. 

A dispatch received yesterday from Dayton, O., 
enys: Market absolutely flooded with (winter) 
wheat. Everybody, it seema, is letting go; and 
everybody to have wheat to let go.” The better 
prospects are evidently bringing out stocks from 
the hands of the farmers; even in sections which 
were thought to be nearly bare. 

The price of No. 2 barley in this market, for de- 
livery during this month, is 71e per bu; for next 
month itis 59e. There es premium of 12c per bu, 
which will disappear next Wednesday afternoon, 
if notearlier. It is not improbable that plenty of 
barley will arrive here during the last half of next 
week, too late to take advantage ef the difference 
in prices. 

THE MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were moder- 
ately active yesterday, with considerable irregular- 
ity in prices. Wheat was stronger, provisions 
steadier, corn unsettied, and oats and barley easi- 
er. The receiving movement was more active. 
The European situation was discussed st some 
length, and probably had something to do with the 
strength in wheat, bat effected little change in 
other markets. 

Prices of dry goods were not subjected to any 
important change, the market for domestic prodac- 
tions being characterized by more than ordinary 
steadiness. Trade remains quiet, the demand de-

duced. Broom-corn was unchanged. Seeds were 
quiet, and firmly held at recent prices. Hay re- 
mains quiet, though a few shipping orders for tim- 
othy were filled, but no change in prices occurred. 
Green fruits were steady, and strawberries ruled 
stronger, under a better demand and smaller offer- 
ings. Poultry and egge were easy. 

Lake freights were dull, with little change in 
rates, which were quoted at the close at 2\c on 
corn to Buffalo, 24c on wheat to do, and be for 
corn to Kingston.

THE BRITISH WHEAT TRADE. 

The Mark Lane Erpress, in its review of the 
British grain trade during the week ending May 20, 
says: 

The present aspect of the country, although not 
alarming, is not calculated to afford farmers mach 
satisfaction. Light lands bear fairly promising 
cro buton heavy soils the crops are poor. We 
incline to the idea that with the cessation of cold 
Winds. and with a little warm rain, crops will 
fairly recover. The country markets were, almost 
without exception, dearer at the close of last week. 
The trade in London has been marked with consid- 
erable firmness, and with a steady demand for the 
Continent. Wheat has improved a shilling per 
quarter. The continuance of the export inquiry. 
and the steadiness with which cargoes off the coast 
are taken for the Continent, show that the request 
is based upon a genuine foundation, and the lead- 
ing features of the trade have been considerably 
strengthened thereby. In addition tothe inquiry 
for wheat on the spot and caagoes off the coast, the 
demand for the Continent has extended to cargoes 
on passage from Australia and California.

By a 
lamiliar process, a flesh-tint is given to the ex- 
posed portions of the figures, and, in looking 
at them, it is difficult to believe that they 
wre not veritable flesh-and-blood. One of the 
pieces represents an old man and goodwife seat- 
ed at opposite sides of a little, time-worn table, 
while the niche in which they are placed is fitted 
up like the interior ofa hut. He holds in his 
weather-beaten hands a Bible, from which he 
appears to be reading to his companion, who 
holds one hand to her ear to catch the faintest 
word. Gray hairs straggle down her wrinkled 
forehead from underneath her tinseled 
cap. Her short, tight-fitting bodite, par- 
tially covered with a black jacket, is ornamented 
in front with the cheap brass chaine and lockets 
common to the women of her clase. It is not alone 
the dress of these figures which renders them 
noticeable,—the whole idea is carried out with ex- 
traordinary accuracy. The faces are molded from 
life, and every wrinkle and hollow that go to make 
up the expression are faithfully represented. Even 
the chairs upon which the couple sit are old, and 
rude, and broken-down, having been procured ex- 
pressly for this purpose from an inferior Swedish 
dwelling. 

There are several other groups, representing dif- 
ferent phases of life among the lower classes.

The newly- 
made spouse has a yilt tiara upon her head, black 
bodice profusely pieced out with red, little gilt 
bells around Ler neck, a red petticoat with white 
apron. and a key—the emblem of her future duties 
—hanging by herside. Another group shows two 
huntere leaning upon their guns, and, with their 
wives, standing beside a recumbent stag, of whose 
death-agonies they are interested observers. A 
child, with the fears of infancy, has ite head hid- 
den in the apron of one of the women. 

These groups attract mucb attention from the 
crowd in the Main Building; and they are really of 
great valuc in illustrating, as could have been done 
n no other way, the types of low life in Noreeland.

PHILADELPHIA, May 23.—There is more femi- 
ninity among the visitors to-day than there was 
yesterday; and, if it keeps on at this rate, the 
whole Exhibition will be transformed into a re- 
ception-hall from which the sterner sex will be 
excluded. The street-cars in the forenoon are 
filled with skirts of silk, gingham, and the 
other kinds of goods more familiar to your 
fashion-correspondent than to me; and it is not 
an easy matter to get a seat among 
all these fair and not always civil 
travelers. You enter a half-filled car, 
and settle into a seat with a hope that you may 
be able to keep it. Before you have gone two 
blocks, the vehicle is invaded by a feminine 
horde, and you must either feel uncomfortable 
by sitting while ladies are standing, or feel 
more uncomfortable by surrendering your seat 
and hanging to the straps for the rest of your 
ride. And, when you do give up your seat, 
the cliauces aue cven Guat yuu willl wuvt 8 4 a 
word of thanks for it. A gorgeously-dressed 
young woman will drop into it with an air of 
calm satisfaction and eau-~de-cologne; or an old 
rhinoceros of 60 summers and 200 pounds will 
settle down Hke a scuttled ship in a mud-bank, and 
never eo much as think of a thank ye.” Men 
are daily becoming more and more hardened to 
keeping their seats and paying no attention to in- 
comers, regardiess of color, age, sex, or previous 
condition. One is reminded of the remarks of Ar- 
temus Ward on the car-seat question: When I 
am in a street-car, and all places are oc- 
cupied,” says that distinguished humorist, 
look around when a lady enters, to see if some 
gentleman will rise to give her a seat. If nobody 
rises. | immediately bury my face in my news- 
aper and blush forthe degeneracy of my sex.”

A JOURNEY TO EGYPT. 

This morning I paid a visit to the Egyptian De- 
artment, and, note-bookin hand, went through 
tfrom one end to tne other. Itis not large, and 

is rather an exhibit of modern Egypt than of the 
ancient country of the Pharaohs. Itis far behind 
the exhibite that were made by that country at 
Paris and Vienna, and does not do justice to the 
land of the Khedive. There are no antiquities 
worth mention, —only a few papyri and some frag- 
ments of stone, —while at Paris they bad a rich and 
varied collection of things from ancient Egypt. 
had hoped that the treasures of gold, ornaments 
found in the coffin of a Princess who lived 2. 000 
years before the Christian era, and now in 
the Museum at Cairo, would have been brought 
here. They were at Paris, and attracted great 
attention. Among other things, there was a neck- 
chain, 3 feet in length, made of innumerable links 
curiously twisted together; and it wae said by the 
French and Swiss jewelers that, if the chain were 
now broken, it would be difficult, if not impossi- 
ble, torepairit. But these coveted things are not 
here, nor is there anything else of the same sort. 
There should have been a few mummies, —if the 
could not bring a live mummy, a dead one wou! 
have anewered, —but there is —* of the kind. 
Nearly everything in the exhibit is modern, or 
not over one or two thousand yearsold. There are 
some specimens of old Saracenic work, but they 
are neither numerous nor interesting. 

The Egyptian exhibit stands inside an inclosure 
which is Intended to imitate the walle of an an- 
cient temple. The front has the lotos-leaf orna- 
mentation, and al! around you see what a prom- 
inent part was ven in the ancient archi- 
tecture to the lotos-leaf and flower. On 
the right as you enter there is a fine view 
of Cairo, taken from the Makattam Hille just back 
of the city andthe Citadel. The famous Mosque 
of Mohammed Ali, with its columns and inner 
walls of alabaster, stands in the foreground, its 
slender and graceful minarets shooting upward 
toward the sky. You can see the place in the wall 
where Enim Bey, at the massacre of the Mame- 
lukes, spurred bis borse over the wall. killing the 
beast. but saving his own life. Mohammed Ali was 
aman of peace, and, asthe Mamelukes were 
troublesome, he determined to get rid of them. 
He invited them toa banquet, and, when all were 
assembled, the gates were closed and the garrison 
opened fire from the windows and parapet over- 
looking the narrow alley where the Mainelukes 
were. Euim Bey escaped in the way above 
related: all the others were killed, and peace was 
secured. The founder of the present dynasty in 
Egypt makes one think of the Spanish King who 
sala to the weeping friends around his deathbed, 
leave no enemies behind me, for | have shot 
them all. 

„ ronrr CENTURIES LOOK DOWN ox YOU,”’ 
said Napoleon to his soldiers before the Battle of 
the Pyramids, as he pointed to those monuments 
which gave the name tothe field of conflict. We 
have not here the Pyramids, as their transport 
would be a matter of rr ! but we have a 
model of the Great Pyramid of Gizeh, the largest of 
all. The Great Pyramid has been strippec of ite 
casing, anda part of the top has gone, so that the 
whole structure ie now less than 500 feet high. All 
the inequalities of the original are preserved in this 
model, and very well preserved; so that one who 
has not been in Egypt can form a fair opinion of 
the appearance of the wonder of the world. The 
very necessary placard. Hands off,” is on this 
model, but it does not aoa Vomeors from running 
their flippers over the work. While I stood there 
this morning, three or four bucolics pawed the 
„laster model from base to top, and were not satis- 
hed until they had felt every portion of it. 

Do you know how much stone there is in the 
Great Pyramid’ Well, if you had it all here you 
could build a wall 6 feet high and 3 feet thick from 


*the gates of the Exhibition Grounds to the door of 


Tus Inder office in Chicago, and you would 
then have a lot of stone left over. hey have 
brought come samples of the stone of thie Pyra- 
mid, so that we can see of what it was made,—a 
sort of whitish-yellow limestone, very easy to 
work, and abounding in fossils. There are many 
specimens of Egyptian stone in the exhibit, but 
vou can no more understand from them what the 
Egyptian edifices are like than you can know what 
a house ie by seeing a specimen brick from its walle 
or ashingle from its roof. It is anfortunate that 
we could not have had an Evyptian house here, 
with men at work at the various trades, as they had 
in Vienna. It was a very interesting house, —not 
a model, bata real full-sized house, with rooms, 
furniture, and everything complete. You could 
see in it jast how the modern Egyptians live; and 
in the little shops on the lower floor you had a re- 
production of the life you see in the famous Ba- 
zaareof Cairo. But the Khedive’s puree is low, 
and he is u long way from America. We bave not 
taken his bonds very freely, andI suppose he 
thought it wasn't worth while to scatter his money 
too liberally in this direction. 
SOME SPLENDID PHOTOGRIPHS 
are on the walle that inclose the Egyptian exhibit, 
and they show what ea fine climate Egypt has for 
the photographer's art. The temples, palaces, 
and piles etupendous, of which the very ruins 
are tremendous,’ are pictured in large nam- 
bers, and among them ie the Pyramid of Sakkarab, 
thought to be the oldest in the world, and bailt of 
sun-dried bricks. These bricks are thought by 
Egyptologists to have been made by the children 
of lerael during theircaptivity, and the construc- 
tion of this Pyramid was one of the tasks which 
was imposed upon them, and against which they 
murmured. rem the heights of this Pyramid 
fifty centuries look down, and still those bricks 
have not crumbled into dust! There are few cli- 
mates whose qualities are as preservative as that 
of Egypt. There are photographs showing the 
Temples of Karuak, Eeneb, and Zdfou; and there 
are some lovely views from that delightful spot. 
the Island of Phile. Then there are photographs 
of the various trades and occupations of the Calrenes 
to-day, and they form a very interesting study. 
You see the water-carriers and donkey -drivers, 
the date-sellers and orange-merchants, the cobblers 
and silversmiths, the tailors and tinemiths, and 80 
on through a great variety of occupations. You 
have photographs of girle whose faces are revealed, 
and others whose features are hidden, wholly or in 
part, beneath the Oriental veil. Some of the faces 
are pretty, and some are otherwise ; evidently the 
Light of the Harem does not sit often before the 
camera, or, if she does, she keeps ber veil firmly 
fastened down. It ie eurious to note how the na- 
tives allow themselves to be delineated by photog- 
Mohammed expressly commanded that 
Euer should not make representation of 
any living thing under yee of ins ae 
at the day of judgment, to endow it with life. He 
did this through fear that some of his followers con- 
verted from idolatry might relapse into the same 
state unless he took some precaution: and, until a 
few years ago, it was difficult to get &

One of these seta—the finest in the col- 
lection — has been urchased by the 
Pennsylvania School of Art; and some 
other articles in the exhibit have been secured by 
the same establishment. One show-case is filled 
with silks of various patterns,—the majority of 
the pieces being of those gaudy colors for which 
the Arabs are famous. Some cocoons are very 
tastefully arranged, and were evidently dipped in 
coloring matter before they were put in place. 
There is a good collection of books in different 
languages, from the Government printing estab- 
lishment at Alexandria. One of these booke con- 
tains the law-code printed in three liel 
columns,—French, Arabic, and Italian. ere is 
a collection of wheat and other cereal products of 
Egypt; and there isa goodly 8 of the differ - 
ent gums which come from the Soudan. There 
are saddles to the number of a dozen or more, 
some richly mounted and covered with fine em- 
broidery. In addition to the usual saddle for 
horseback-exerciae, there are saddles for camels, 
and also for donkeys.

ART. 
SOME REMARKABLE EXHIBITIONS. 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

BAaLTrMorg, Md., May 23.—I wish to deliver a 
short discourse on high art; atopic on which I 
feel somewhat well qualified to speak, having 
spent two mornings—or rather a part of one 
and the whole of another—in the Art-Depart- 
ment of the great Centennial Show at Phila- 
delphia, to which point I made a little excursion 
while matters were dull at the Conference here. 

By way of introduction, allow me to remark 
that, as I understand it, this show is to demon- 
strate to mankind what a great nation the 
United States of America has come to be, all in 
a hundred years. Ou this understanding my 
discourse will proceed. 

Firstly, then: On ascending the steps to the 
main entrance of the Memorial Hall, after pass- 
ing between those two huge horses with wings 
to em, —and what they have to do with Ameri- 
can art during the last century is not mentioned 
anywhere, —we came in sight of a most remarkable 
object, which seems to be an American variation 
on the old claesic ideas of the Centaurs, or the gods 
Silenus and Pan, the Mermaids,—i. e., a creature 
half human and half something elee,—horse, goat, 
fish, ete., as the case may be. Now, the American 
invention has the head of George Washington 
in plaeter-of- Paris, and a part of his body, down as 
far as the middie button of bis waistcoat, at which 
point the Father of His Country merges into the 
American eagle, or rather so much of that immor- 
tal bird as can be made visible with the bast of 
George Washington sitting on its hinder parts, —an 
arrangement which saves the use of any more plas- 
ter for lege, either to Washingtorm or the American 
eagle; and so the thing terminates ina smal] pedes- 
tae There can, of course, be no objection, accord- 
ing to the rules of classic art, to making 4 statne 
half man and half bird, and perhaps the portrait 
feature helps to make it more lifelike and suggest- 
ive, thereby showing what man and what bird, in 
this new country. wil together most artistically ; 
but this pecniiar feature of this American 
combination is, that, instead of uniting the bead 
of George Washington and the tail of the American 
eagle according to true classic art, we have the 
heads of both rties to the combination, with 
never a tail or a leg of any sort. Why ie this? 

Passing this remarkable proof of the progress of 
high art among our Poop. we next enter the 
grand central rotunda. What is that huge group 
of statuary which holds the chief place of honor in 
thie grand hall of thie great Art Exhibition?’ It 
has a familiar look; yes, it ie that group, called 
America, which stands at one corner of the base 
of the Albert Memorial in London. It may be well 
to mention, for the benefit of youthfal readers of 
Tux Tarsune, that Albert is the deceased husband 
of Queen Victoria. This is a copy in clay. 
There can be no mistake about it; there 
are the letters burned into the base: 
Drew & Co., Lambeth Pottery. London. Pottery 
indeed !—and foreign pottery at that! A second- 
hand funeral monument to a foreign Prince stand. 
ing in the chief post of honor in this Centennial 
Rxhibition! Perhaps Mr. Sartaip and his Commit- 
tee might be able to obtain a suit of old clothes be- 
longing to King George III. for our chief Centennial 
orator to wear next Fourth of July. 

In this grand central rotunda is one more con- 
apicuous object, also in plaster or pottery, — 
in this case we are spared the advertisement of the

your hat to the little Dutch-African Republic and 
giving a cheer for its yellow and white flag: and 
when you get home you will, ne doubt. get ont 
our Cyclopedia and read the romantic history of 
he country. It will tell of the great trecken or 
emigration of thousands of Dutch colonists from 
the Cape of Good Hope, who, in 1839, to escape 
British rule sought a new home in-the wild country 
upon the Orange River; of their strugzies with the 
warlike blacks, who harassed their settlements just 
as the Indians did those of our forefathers; of the 
renewed oppressions of the British, and of the final 
— of independence in 1854, growing out of the 

esire of the English Government to have the aid 
of the Boers in a threatened Kafür war. 

What do they show, these enterprising Dutchmen 
who are thus civilizing a barbarous land? Not 
many things, but the few they send are interesting 
and good in their way.

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ED PHILLIPS. 


That Pesky Little Bummer Attempts to 
Steal the Assessor s Books. 


He Gets Worsted in the Encounter, and 
Will Be Arrested To-Day. 


That most notorious and most mischievous of 
the four South Town frauds, Edward Phillips, 
who recently gained so unenviable a notoriety for 
carrying fraudulent elections that an indignant 
people arose in their majesty and squelched 
them for their infamy, yesterday appeared in a 
new role, and succeeded in displacing the wreath 
of thistles which he had grown tired of, and 
gained in its place a wreath of stink-weed 
that befouls him and the gang of 
which he is the acknowledged chief. Mr 
Phillips has lived long enough to know 
that the voice of the people is the voice of God, 
and were he not so Bourbonic in his tendencies 
he long since would have learned that a muchly 
burdened people would admit of no more of his 
nonsense as South Town Assessor under any con- 
sideration. He still continues to cherish in his 
bosom a hope that by some little technicality he 
will yet be allowed to resume an official barnacle 
life, and will be permitted to get even with a ven- 
geance with those who aided and abetted his down- 
fall. Vengeance upon his enemies, whether 
imaginary or real, was always Phillips’ 
mode of assessment. Friends he had none, 
pairing those on 2 olitical par with 
himself, or those who catered to his avarice for the 
yurpose of enriching themselves. Such a man as 

his could not be expected to give way to public 
opinion, to the courts, or to any other power upon 
earth. Ousted by public opinion from a good, fat 
uur, &- -ppealeyl to the courts in a writ of a=- 
warranto upon his kefitfemanty successor, ir. 
William B. H. Gray. He was again ousted, and 
yesterday afternoon he took the law into his own 
ands, through the advice of his attorneys, the 
most prominent of whom is the Hon. ‘ae 
O'Brien. This legal luminary has frequently ex- 
pressed himself in private — to the effect 
that the bouncing of Phillips and Evans was il- 
legal, and has taken a deep interest in their side 
of the case from the start. After dinner 
yesterday Phillips and Gleeson repaired to their 
counsel's office, where an affidavit for a writ of re- 
plevin for the assessment-books now in ie 
possession was drafted aud signed by Phillips. In 
this document Phillips states, in the usual manner, 
that he is entitled to the tax-assesement books, 
which are fully described therein, wherefore he 
asks for a writ of replevin for the same upon W. 
B. H. Gray, whe wrongfully took and detains 
them. Having been ousted once by the courts, and 
having no way of again bringing the matter into 
court in a mode to suit himself, this affidavit was 
cunningly — — to come within the juris 
diction ofa Justice of the Peace, by placing the val - 
uation of the books at the low sum of $200, -not one- 
third of the value of the blank paper and binding 
in them, and not a cent more than could be got by 
selling them as old waste paper ton junk dealer. 
With thie document they hied themselves to the 
office of Justice Sheridan, on the corner of Canal 
and Randolph streets, where Phillips swore to the 
affidavit, and filed his bond for : 

THE WRIT OF REPLEVIN, 

a liquor-dealer named William Hoffheimer going 
his surety. The writ was issued and placed by 
Phillips in the hands of Constable John Laughlin 


for serving. The trio started for Mr. Gray's office | 


inthe rear of the City-Hall, gathering, as the 
went, a crowd of low fellows, ready to commit 
piracy or other crime of a fre ui 
nature. With this semblance of authority their 
possession they were elevated in their opinion to 
American magnates, and the rest of mankind was 
to them as mere ants, Phillips strode down La- 
Salle street like a modern Colossus. Without even 
recognizing the possessors of the books, and tak- 
ing advantage oi the fact that the Board of Public 
Works were cleaning out the vaults, the mob forced 
an entrance, and commenced piling up the books 
preparatory to carrying them off. One of Gray's 
clerks was present and promptly gave the alarm, 
and ina few seconds Assessor and his force 
captured the Phillipe party and ejected them 
from the vault. ‘he Constable was present 
during all this, bat neither read nor said that he 
had a writ of replevin. Gray t himself across 
the door after their discomfijure and demanded a 
reading of the writ, but it was not forthcoming. 
Supt. Hickey, Sergt. Rehm, anda number of the 
detectives and other employes, were early u the 
scene, and, just as the * Phillips was about to 
make another onslaught. Hickey and police fell 
upon them with terrific vigor. By gently chucking 
some of them under the chin and others between the 
eyes, the Phillips party were ingloriously bounced 
to the sidewalk, where they attempted to 
end the existence of Sergt. Rehm, Deteet- 
ive Simmons, and a few others who 
had aided in ejecting them from the hallway. The 
stalwart Cullerton and other bystanders came to 
the rescue, and the aggressors in the fight turned 
upon the defensive and valorously fled from the 
leld of action. Their leaders marshaled them on 
the opposite side of LaSalle street, and, after the 
excitement had somewhat subsided, again marched 
forward, —this time not in battle array, but under 
a flag of truce improvised outof Phillips’ battered 
up p hat. They advanced as far as the door of 
Police Headquarters, where they made menacing 
remarks about Supt, Hickey. The latter kept 
out of the road, end telegraphed to the 
Armory for assistance. After bantering about for

than if struck by lightning, and the excitement was 
atanend. Phillips was visited by a reporter some 
time after the occurrence, but was in noamiable 
mood for conversation, and, indeed, would not 
speak at all, claiming that the newspapers had 
babitually misrepresented him. He avowed his 
determination to get the books at whatever price, 
und blamed the Constable for not more violently 
asserting his rights under the writ. What his next 
move will be, he of course absolutely refused to 
state. 

Justice Sheridan was widely condemned for rec- 
ognizing the Phillips crowd; but an examination 
of the case would seem to exculpate that gentle- 
man from any sympathy whatever with either 
Phillips or the low crowd who train with him. The 
affidavit was presented to him andthe writ asked 
for. It was drafted in accordance with the law, 
und. the valuation being not more than $200, his 
jurisdiction was unquestionable. At least that is 
the view he takes of the matter, but he does not 
give his opinion as to whethera Justice of the 
Peace controls county property. Such a writ could 
only have been issued either a North or West 
Division Justice, as the South Division Justices 
were all defendants to the case. 

The plan of the attack was boldly conceived, bat 
very badly executed, and perhaps it is well for 
Phillips that u was so poorly executed. Had he 
once gained possession of the booms, it mattered 
but little to him whether the caee was decided by 
Justice Sheridan in his favor or not. Possession 
was nine points of the law, and would have thrown 
Gray and his pars on the aggressive, entailing a 
course of legal action for the recovery of the ag 
erty. The South Division tax-payers are 
congratulated that the ruse was unsuccessful, 
leaving the books in the hands of a map who knows 
how to levy asscesments.

THE GRAND JURY. 

WHAT THE STAR CHAMBER DID YESTERDAY. 

For ways that are concealed the present Grand 
Jary of Cook County are to be commended. This 
is not to be understood in a crooked sense, but in a 
euphemistic way. The oldest barnacle around the 
Criminal Court says they are the closest lot of fel- 
lows he ever saw. But then people will talk, 
you know, and the innermost secrets of the Grand 
Jury are apt to become matters of outside knowl- 
edge. For instance. it leaked out yesterday that 
County Commissioners Crawford, Johnson, McCaf- 
frey, and Lonergan were in the toils in connection 
with Poor-House, and Insane Asylum, and Hospit- 
al contracts, and there is a fair prospect that those 
gentlemen will be called upon to plead to an indict- 
ment.

ALLEGED MATRICIDE. 
JAMES CAMPION KILLS HIS MOTHER. 
Yesterday afternoon a man some 30 years of age, 
named James Campion, was lockeé up in the 
Twenty-second Street Station for the serious and 
unnatural crime of matricide. The complainant 
was bis own brother-in-law, a saloon-keeper at the 
corner of Thirtieth and State streets. named David 
Phillips. The facts in the case are not yet well 
defined, nor are they all ascertained. and circum- 
stances may come to ligitt that will clear the young 
man of all suspicion of the horrid crime. As 
far as they have been learned, they point 
to a borrible murder in 2 drunken 
frenzy. Thursday night James Campion, 
a laborer residing with his mother in the upper 
part of a small two-story frame house on Portland 
avenue, three doors north of Twenty-sixth street, 
returned home from labor at 7 o’clock, in a slight- 
‘iv inohriated condition, and, after having e«-~- 
words with his mother, he went off and returned lat- 
er beastly drunk. The row was again continued and 
after some blows were struck on both sides all was 
quiet.. A woman livingin the lower part of the 
house, Mrs. Dryce by name, tells this story, and 


that is about all that there is known. Early yes- 


terday morning young Campion came down stairs 
in a rather maudlin condition, and told Mrs. 
Dryce that his mother had lain upon the floor 
all night, and was foaming badly at the mouth. 
The lady accompanied him up-stairs and found the 
woman lying in an insensible condition, and, had 
it not been for bruises plainly visible upon her per- 
son, she would have concluded that it was an epi- 
leptic fit. Word was at once sent to her daughter, 
Mrs. Phillips, and medical aid summoned. The 
woman lingered in an insensible condition until 
last evening, when she expired, but whether it was 
from a fit or from kicks in the abdomen, given by 
ber drunken son, the Coroner and his jury can 
alone determine. The bruises upon the body 
showed greater discoloration after death, but none 
of them looked sufficiently serious to have caused 
death. 

When the son was informed in the cell of the 
death of his mother, he appeared overcome with 
grief. He could give no explation as to the cause 
of her death, other than that he expected she was 
poisoned owing to the intense foaming at 
the mouth. urther, he that he 
came home sober Thursday 
finding his mother drunk upon the 
floor, went away disheartened, and returned home 
drunk himself. Beyond this he pretends to have 
remembered nothing until finding his mother upon 
the floor the next morning. A reporter visited 
him in hie cell at midnight, and found him 
ve communicative. He the facts as 
he had related them previously to the police, and 
insisted that he had no hand in ber death. In an- 
sewer to questions as to whether they had ary quar- 
rel during the night, he replied, ** Well, —I—; now 
I don’t know anything about it; but Ili tell alll 
do know.” Upon several other leading 
questions he was equally ambiguous. In 
appearance he is rather attractive for a 
young man of the laboring class, and does 
not look atall like a debauchee. The mother, as 
seen in the coffin last night, was a fleshy, corpu- 
lent woman, some 50 years of e, and young- 
looking for that. She bore out, at least to all out- 
ward appearance, the assertion of her son 
that she was a hard drinker. One of 
the points about the case that corroborate 
the story of Mrs. Dryce, that there were blows be- 
tween Mrs. Campion and her son, is the fact that 
the latter bears over his right eye a mark as if 
struck by a basin or some other edged article. The 
eye is also badly discolored. These and the bruises 
upon the body of the deceased are the chief reasons 
for supposing James Campion to be a matricide. 

The Coroner and his jury will attempt to solve 
the mystery this forenoon.

A MIXED-UP CASE. 
A CHICAGO MAN IN TROUBLE IN CINCINNATI. 

The Cincinnati 2nquirer of yesterday contains an 
account of the arrest of one Smith at Fowler, erst- 
while of that city, and now a resident of Chicago. 
He wae arraigned on a charge of forgery, preferred 
by his present wife, as she claims, and his deceased 
wife, as he insists. 

Her affidavit, which she signe in the name of Ellen 
J. Fowler, sets forth thatS. N. Fowler did forge 
the name of William Fowler to a promissory note 
for $1, 200, and that he obtained the money on the 
same. The following is a copy of the note referred 
to: 


„ Crvormyxatt, C., Jan. 6, 1876.—Four months 
after date, I promise to pay to the order of 8. N. 
Fowler the sum of twelve hundred dollars ($1, 200), 
payable at the Commercial Bank in Cincinnati.” 

WII Fow.er.” 

The note is indorsed on the back, ‘‘S. : 
Fowler.” Mr. Fowler had his case continued until 
Friday next, and was released on $2, 000 bail. 

The case is a very strange one. Mra. Fowler has 
a suit pending in the Cincinnati Court of Common 
Pleas against her husband, whose orce from her, 
obtained in Utah, she claims to be illegal. 
Mr. William Fowler is the brother of 8. 
N. Fowler, whose defense against the 
charge of forgery seems overwhelming, 
as he holds a general power of attorney for the said 
William Fowler, to sign his name for all purposes. 
Moreover, the note in question was protested at 
maturity by ite indorser, 8. N. Fowler, whose 
friends claim that the charge grows out of a con- 
spiracy to injure his credit tn Chicago, where he 
has established himself. Heavy counter-suits are 
threatened, involving a prominent banking-house 
in Porkopolis, and altogether the affair premises to 
have interesting developmenta.
